Every: time the heart contracts, le 
said, its force would raise a weight of 
two pounds, to ths height of bne foot, 
and it doeg this from 70 to 140 times 
every minute. 

Acute heart strain was ‘difficult to 
produce in a young, Well nourished 
and healthy adult, but It was very easy 
to produce if the heart muscles was 
anaemic or poisoned or was the seat 
of degenerative diseage. 

Running~to catch a train increased 
the heart’s work by 228 foot pounds 
a minute, Ascending a staircase sl¢w- 
ly increased the heart’s work by 112 
foot pounds; ascending quickly by 152 
foot pounds.

COTTON INDUSTRY 
IN UNITED STATES 


Views of Prominent T Textile Men on 
Tariff Changese—Wages Ques- 
tion a Big Factor 


In his opening address at the Con. 


vention gf the Cotton Manufacturers 
of United States at Boston in April, 
Mr. EB. F. Greene, President of the 
Association, dwelt on the state of 
trade Atter referring to the tariff 
iges and the general depression 
xists in manufacturing in 
United States, he spoke on the labor 
problem as follows: 

“One of the most serious problems 
which we manufacturers have to face 
is the laber problem. It is not mere- 

* a question of wages or hours of 
work. <A mere shortening of hours 
Will not aecomplish what the wage 
earners themselves really scek, It is 
a much larger question. As I have 
frequently stated, we all belfeve in 


higher wages for textile workers. The 
present schedule of wages should be 
maintained, but if the Government 
seeks to impose unjust and unfair 
burdens, labor must bear its fair 
share of the load. 

“It is, perhaps, a stgn-of the times 
that one of the largest carpet mills 
in this country recently reduced the 
wages of all their operatives, includ- 
ing foremen, ten per cent. I sincere- 
ly hope that this will not prove neces- 
sary throughout the industry, but it 
behooves us to consider carefully 
whether we are in a position to’ com. 
pete with the English, French and 
German mills if any further burdens 
of restrictive legisiation, such as shor- 
ter hours, are imposed.” 

While the conditions as described 
by Mr. Greene do not apply directly 
to Canada, it should perhaps be borne 
in mind that for nearly half a century 
up to two years ago the American 
textile Industry enjoyed what we 
would regard in Canada as extreme 
high protection. Even after the re- 
ductions of the Wilson tariff went 
into effect it still averages from 5 
per cent. to 10 per cent. higher all 
along the line on various As \fems 
than the tariff inet Lash her | ges 
the American or v " iat \ngs * Hope:

Ordinarily tariff discussions turn on 


, the duties on agricultural implements, 
; Machinery, woollens and other lines 


of manufactured products. The aver- 
age citizen is prone to forget that 
there is a duty on most agricultural 
products, aud while there has been 
a free food raging for 
the past_few months, many Canadians 
have a rather hazy idea of what the

lines are covered, 

It is Benerally considered that the 
duty on agricultural products is of 
no use to any one, but the discussion 
of the past few months and the in- | 
vasion of the Canadian market by 


foreign farm _roducts has made the 
farmer realize that protection on his 
products is of some value to him 
after all. This is becoming more 


evident every day in the case of RBS. | 
A few weeks ago the Canadian Pro- | 


duce Association was the. recipient of 
a@ communication from Shanghai, in 
which a local firm offered to furnish 
the Canadian trade with first class 
candied goods at 18%¢c to l4c per 
dozen c.j.f. Pacific porte. During the 
past season the shipments of Chinese 
eggs to the Pacific seaboard totalled 
80,000 cases of 30 dozen to the case, 
and the claim is made that this can 
be increased immensely if markets 
will pay for them. On the Atlantic 
seaboard, Russian egge are available 
et 18c and 19c, and the two quotations 
would work out at about the same 
for Winnipeg and pointe further 
Kast. 

During the past year or two thou- 
sands of cases of Buropean and 
Chinese egge have entered United 
States at ruinous prices as far as 
the American producer is concerned, 
While the duty on eggs entering 
Canada is small, 8c per dosen, It will 
be evident to every egg producer that 
if this barrier was removed the eggs 
would enter Pacific coast points at so 
much less per dozen 
above. Those who have been getting 
good prices for eggs durin; the past 
few monthe are not anxious to see 
their market made iess profitable by 
the Invasion of cheap eggs from China. 
Instead of wiping out the duty on 
eggs, as has been proposed, it seems 
that it might be increased with ad- 
vantage to the Canadian erg producer. 

During the past winter and spring, 
Western Canada has produced more | 
eggs than ever before in her history, | 
and for the firat time on record has 
shipped some to Hastern Canada, in 
addition to supplying Winnipeg and 
other urban centres of the West. The 
entrance of cheap Chinese eggs on the 
Western egg trade will have a serious 
effect on the prices to.the producer 
fm Western Canada.

A. COUNTRY WHERE WOMEN 
“HAVE FULL FRANCHISE . 
PRIVILEGES 


The Norwegian Government Sald-to 
be a Model For All. Nations, and 
Has Onc of the Most Democratic 
Forms of Government in the World. 
The Norwegian people boast that 

they have one of the most demccratic 
forms of government in the world. The 
Storting is in close touch with every- 
day affairs, an> there can be no 
gtrong expression of public sentiment 
that it not af‘once reflected ihere. All 
men and women over twenty-five 
years of age who have been at least 
five years in the country, provided 
they are not paupers, bankrurts or ex- 
convicts, are allowed to vote; and 
women as well as men are eligible for 
the Storting. = 

When an election takes place the 
Norwegian elestors must choose, in 
addition to the direct member, a vice- 
deptity member to take his place 
should the representative be at any 
time unavoidably absent from the 
Sturting. For each ceat contested each 
party may put furward one candidate 
and one vicc-deputy candidate. The 
voting, both for member and deputy 
member, takes place on the same cay 
and, althouzh it seldom happens, it-is 
possible for a Conservative deputy to 
be returned ‘vith a Liberal member, 
and vice vorsa. 

Members of the Storting are paid at 
the rate of 3000 kroner ($830) per year 
for ordinary sittings, but if called up- 
oy to attend for any extra period an 
sdditional payment is made of 12 
kroner a day. In addition to the cash 
payment there are.also special privi- 
leges such 4s free doctor and nurse in 
case of illness and free travelling on 
the state reilways. The demands made 
upon a Stortingsman are heavy. Each 
membey must attend sittings regularly 
and vote upon every question. He is 
not allowed tc absent himself uniess 
he can give an adequate reason, or 
unless he has first obtained the per- 
mission of the Storting. If he is un- 
avoidably absent, then his deputy 
mrt be present. The deputy has no 
Girect payment for his services, but 
receives a share of the member's sal- 
ury ot the snd of the year, the amount 
depending upon tae number cof sittings 
he has attended. 

Local governinent in Norway is 
largely administered by town coun- 
cils and rura! distriet councils, but in 
addition, a rural district usually con- 
sist of several parishes, each of which 
has its own parish council, and the 
districts in each covnty form a unit of 
their own, the county corporation 
The municipalities have not quite lo- 
ca] autonomy, but they have very large 
powers, aud only in certain cases have 
they to apply to the prefect ur to the 
government concerning ,mcasures 
which in order to become valid re- 
quire the approval of either of these 
authorities. The outstanding ‘eature 
of Norwegizn local government fs the 
fact that it is simplified as much as 
pessible, and that each department 
has its own clearly defined and separ- 
ate duties. There is very little over- 
lepping, the educational, the poor law, 
the health and the other local admin- 
istrative bodies do not come in con- 
flict with each other as they do in 
some countries. We cannot say that 
local government is perfect, but it is 
fairly efficient. This is doubtless due 
to the fact that tho different depart- 
ments have not to deal with vaat 
The poor law of- 


most every indiviiual who applies for 
relief, and they have generally a per- 
sonal know.edge of the history of 
each case With which they are called 
upon to deal.—-London Times. 


ELIND CAN READ PAPERS BY EAR 


Type Reading Octophone Has Been 
Greatly Perfected by its Inventor 
Fournier d’Albe 

It is now possible’for a biind man 
to read by tiie ear, owing to the im- 
provements in an electrical instru- 
ment which was first shown by Four- 
nier d'Albe at last.year’s British asso- 
ciatign meeting. 

T instrument has as its basic 
principle the peculiar property of 
selenium, by vhich the strength of an 
electric current passing through it 
varies with the amount of light. It is 
connected with a telephcne receiver, 
and according as more or less light 
falls on the se‘anium so does the elec. 
tric currevt passing through the re- 
ceiver vary, and consequently the 
sounds heard in the receiver vary. 

By throwing a powerful light on 
ordinary letterpress, it is possible to 
differentiace between letters by dif- 
ferent sounés in the receiver. 

An ordinary newspaper can thus be 
read by the “type-reading octophoae.” 


To Help Vessels in a Fog 

An inceresting experiment in navi- 
gestion .u the fog will by carried out 
by the (pnadian Nort'cm siezmcr 
Royal George. She is fitted with an 
apparatus enabling a vessel in the 
thickest of weather, without the aid 
of compass or sextant, to ascertain 
her position when she {fs within a 
radius of fifty miles of g fixed wire- 
less station or a wireless-fitted ship 
whose position ie known, 

It is also claimed for this apparatus 
that should the Royal George pick 
up a wireless distress signal she 
would be able to set her course to- 
wards its source, even though the 
distressed vessel Were not able to in- 
dicate her pusition. 


Suppressing Opium Traffic 

The third international opium con- 
gress at The Hague has reached an 
agreement that the international con- 
vention looking to the suppression of 
the opium traffic drafted by the con- 
ference as s00n as the adhering pow- 
ers have ratified it, despite the absten- 
tion of some of the powers. 

Tihs convention aims not only at 
the suppression of the opium traffic, 
but international traffic in cocaine and 
other noxious and habit forming 
drugs. The represertatives of 44 na- 
tions have taken part In conferences 
on this subject, although not al) of 
the states have signed the convention.

| RURAL LIFE !N CANADA 


A Plea For Improved Conditions on 


the Farm 
(Contributed by Can. Welfare League) 
Since Roosevelt’s Country Life 


Commission reported there have been 
issued in the Unitad States a aumber 
of books on the countty problem. In 
Canada we have thought we had uo 
rural problem. But the census of 
$11 gave us a rude awakening and 
we find that in some respects our 
conditions are even less satisfactory 
than those in the United States. 

Now a Presbyterian minister has 
come forward to deel with our rural 
life problem—Rev. John MucDougall 
of Spencerville, Onterio, in a volute 
of 250 pages, covers the whole field 
from economic: ¢, recreation. 

He points out that the proportion 
of rural yo total population hes fallen 
in every province during the decade. 
Many causes are contributory. Among 
economic causes are poor farmizrg 
and still more furdamental the fact 
that “Too small a proportion of the 
price paid by the ultimate purchaser 
goes to the farmer.’ The author urges 
the adoption of scientific and business 
mnethods, especially co-operation. 

In the chapter on Social Causes of 
Unrest the writer shows an intimate 
knowledge of actual conditions. Tho 
following =xtracts' give a fair idea of 
the book as a whule: 

“Tho conditions of toil are often un- 
necessarily hard. Laborsaving de- 
vices in the home are sometimes 
scantily provided, while those for the 
barn and field are ample. ‘Evil is 
wrought by want of thought as well 
as want of heart’ Let us glauce at 
a single illustration—the supply. of 
water in the house. The agricultural 
survey of 1910 fcund that in Prince 
Edward Island ninety-seven per ceat. 
of the farm houses obtain water from 
wells outside the house. All carry the 
water by hand. In Nova Scotia only 
two per cent. ot the farm  howses 
have water piped to the house. In 
New Brunawick ninety-five per cent. 
obtain water from wells and springs. 
In English-speaking Quebec ninety- 
two per cent carry water by hand. 
These conditions are general. This 
lack is due perhaps chiefly to tne 
fact that the equipment introduced so 
liverally cut of doors is not regarded 
{as labor-saving by the man who has 
no dread of tuil, bul rather as 4 means 
of adding to the efficiency of his labor 
and thus ‘aultiplying his output. But 
the wife suffers nevertheless, and the 
daughters leave. The  housebcld 
science courses offered by the egri- 
cultural colleges point the way to a 
solution. With wider knowledge of 
jthe possibilities of achievement 
through fuller equipment the daugh- 
ters of the farm will vie with tLeir 
brothers in edvance. 

Conditions of toil in the fields aiso 
are unneces32vily hard. The modern 
crusade against occuptional disease 
must deliver the farmer from rheuma- 
tism and many another afflication by 
recalling him from the fields in rain 
and giving him more mastery over all 
the circumstances of his toil. The 
modern world can easily afford such 
relief through a fairer distribution of 
the profits of labor. 

The provlem of the farm laborer is 
an unsolved ore in €anada as yet, ror 
will it be solved ‘until greater effic- 
fency is demanded, higher wages paid, 
and a home for the farm laborer and 
his household provided.

and general character of the men of

horse. “They are out driving until 
midnight.” was the reply; “the effect 
upon both ihoralz and efficiency is 
bad. But,” he added, “you can secure 
them on no other terms.”

LAWYERS CONVICTED IN RUSSIA 


They Were Charged With Insulting 
Ministry Over Beiliss 
Trial 

Tke trial of 25 lawyers on a charge 
of insulting tse ministry of justice 
during the trial of Mendel Beiliss end- 
ed in a conviction of all the defend- 
ants. Two of them, M. Sokoloff aud 
M. Kereuski, were gentenced to eight 
;months’ imprisonnignt, and the others 
to terms of six Months each. 

At the time of the trial of Beiliss 
the Jawyers drew up a strong protest, 
in which it was alleged that the min- 
istry of juctice and the court at Kiev, 
before which Beiliss was tried, were 
inspired by racia: and national en- 
mity. The sentences imposed on the 
lawyers deprive them of their polit- 
ical rights, but do not interfere with 
their civil vights.

INDIAN CONSERVATIONISTS 


Interest In Forest Frotéction 
Taken by the Indians 

The Indian tas frequently—and not 
always unjust';—been accused of crim- 
{nal carelesgness wi.h fire, and to the 
ancestral habit of setting-out fires in 
order to improve grazing for buffalo 
has been ascribed the cause of the 
prairies, on which trees are once more 
being grown. But owing to the pre- 
cept and example’ of Dominion fire- 
wardens this ingrained carelessness 
has in Northern Manitoba, ai least— 
been supplanted by an enthusiasm for 
forest conservation. Several hundred 
Indians, last summer ‘promised to ob- 
serve every precaution to prevent for- 
est fires, and, as the chief fire rang- 
er writes, “The fact of no fires this 
summer is proof positive that the 
majority of them have faithfully kept 
their pledge.” During the course of 
the summer sixty-three Indians volun- 
tarily visited the chief's headquartcrs 
to discuss the plans of the forestry 
branch in the matter of conserving the 
remaining forests in Western Can- 
ada. 

Many of these Indians are sufficient- 
ly well educated to serve as fire-rang- 
ers, and, following its policy of ob- 
taining the best men possible for this 
work, the Dominion government has 
enlisted quite a number of Indians in 
the fire-ranging service, for which 
their knowledge of the country and 
their enthusiasm for the work make 
them admirably adapted. Although 
the forest-fire loss on the 125,000 
square miles of cyown timberland pat- 
rolled by Dominion fire-rangers was 
very small—tho area of timber burnt 
over being less than nine one-hun- 
dredths of one per cent. (0.09 per 
cent.)—yet this low loss was not a 
little due to the frequent showers of 
rain during the danger season. In or- 
der to insure safety in seasons of 
drought, the furestry branch proposes 
to install lookout stations which will 
increase the efficiency of the yet 
somewhat inadequate patrol. Already 
several towers have been established, 
enabling rangc:s to scan at one glance 
several hundred square miles of coun- 
try. Wireless telegraphy has also 
been brought ‘nto use and from The 
Pas and Fort Chure ill it is now pos- 
sible for ithe rangers in these remove 
regions to communicate almost in- 
stantly with the forestry branch at 
Ottawa in .natters of special urgency. 
This is probably the first practical ap- 
plication of wircless telegraphy to 
forest fire protection in America or 
elsewhere.

Bennett Burleigh, one of the fore- 
most war correspordents of modern 
times, died recently at his London res- 
idence. He served as correspondent in 
many Wars. _ 

A Scotchman, born in «Glasgow 
nearly seventy years ago, he joined 
the ranks of the confederates in the 
civil war ana fought through the en- 
tire campaign, being twice captured 
and sentenced to death by the north- 
ern troops. 

Later he .urned to newspaper work 
and reported a number of campaigns 
| for a news agency. In 1882 he began 
} bis connection with the London Daily 
Telegraph, which lasted until his 
death. He followed for that paper the 
| British Egyptien war and various 
Soudan campaigns, the French gnnexa- 
tion of Madagascar, the Ashanti war, 
the Spanish exped tion in Morocco, the 
Somali war, the Russo-Japanese war 
and the recent Balkan war. ° 

For-many vears he Was able to visit 
his home only on rare occasions owing 
to his constant, service in the field. 

At one time Burleigh went Into pell- 
tics and stood for a ‘Scottish constitu- 
}tency. He was the author of a num- 
‘ber of books. 

Bennett Burleig) was well known to 
many Canadians and was a welcome 
visitor to the Canadian hut at the Bis- 
ley meeting. During the American 
civil war Le wes jailed in Toronto, ac- 
cused of belligerent acts on C.unadien 
soil. He was eventually liberated by 
order of the imperial govermnent.

SIR JOHN HENNIKER HEATON 
WANTS APPOINTMENT OF IM- 
PERIAL POSTMASTER 


The Veteran Postal Reformer Says an 
Official is Nesded With Rank so 
High That He Can Insist on the | 
Necessary Reforms Being Inaugur- 
ated. 

Sir Jonn Hennaiker Heaton, the vet- 
eran postal reformer whose energetic 
influences has produced many reforms 
in the British postal service, has now 
written to Rt. Hon. Charles Hob- 
house, posimasier-general, urging the 
appointment of an imperial postmaster 
general. “Our postmasters-general,” 
Sir Henniker declares, “have reluctant- 
ly followed rathur than led their col- 
onial colleague. -Their most egregious 
failure has been with the cable ser- 
vice, which they have allowed a sinall 
combination of asiute speculators to 
acquire ccntrol of for their own profit 
and to the detriment of the empire. 
What is wanted is a minister with 
rank so high ant. independent that he 
will be able to face the most penur- 
fous counseilor of the exchequer and 
insist on the realization of all postal, 
telegraphic and cable reforms, _re- 
quired in the interests of the empire.” 

Sir Henniker concludes by advocat- 
ing a conference of postmaster: of the 
dominions over seas and the United 
States to confer with the imperial 
poctmaster-generul on the establish- 
ment-of a uniform cable rate of one 
penny a word throughout the Britis. 
empire and the United States. An- 
other step is to assemble the world’s 
Postmasters ior the purpose of consid- 
ering the institution of universal pen- 
ny letter postage and universal penny 
a word cable when mailed from the 
cable station. 


OIL FOR THE NAVY 


Admiralty Plana for World-Wide Sup- 
ply Depot System 

A great scLeme for the provision of 
oil supplies fo, the navy is being 
worked out by th? British government, 
and in order to prevent an undue ac- 
cession in the price of desirable pros- 
pective flelag, the admiralty ar2 ob- 
serving great secrecy regarding the 
movements of their agents. The idea| 
is that the admiralty shall establish 
immense siores of oil on British terri- 
tory on all the main ocean highways 
to replace coaling stations. In order 
to carry cut this project oii supplies 
are sought in territory as nearly con- 
tiguous to the proposed stations as 
possible, to reduce the cost of trans- 
portation to a minimum, and to estab- 
lish an ample anc continuous supply. 
British ageats are now in the United 
States, Brazil, Persia, Canada and! 
elsewhere prospecting for oll, but up 
to the present no details of their re- 
Ports are available. For the -Pacific 
oi] stores California is being looked tu 
for a supply, ard this is causing some 
misgiving in Canada, where oj! is 
found in paying quantities. But the 
fact has been demonstrated that oil 
ig found in Cal!fornia in paying quanti. 
ties, while the supply in Western Can- 
ada is not aS general or as well ex- 
ploited. Sir Owen Philipps and Lord 
Pirrie are said to be intimately associ- 
ated with the uew prospect as far as 
Californizn oi] is,concerned. 


Confidante of Many State Secrets 

Probably the man Who knows more 
diplomatic secrets than anybody else 
in the world is Leopold de Rothschild, 
of London, England, one of the prin- 
cipals of the great international bank- 
ing house of Rothschild. He {jg the | 
friend and confidant of every ambas- 
sador and minister accredited to the 
court of St. James’, and continually in 
their company. Is it to be wondered 
at that he is acquainted with most 
moves on the chess boards of the na- 
tions? ; 

As one of th. principals of the great 
banking house bearing his name his 
position as a controller of the money 
market naturally makes him the most 
sought-efter personage in London, for 
no great government loan can be 
floated without the house of Roths- 
child being directly or indirectly con- 
sulted. ; 

To Leopold de Rothschild come the 
envoys of state for advice and guid- 
ance; often to submit to him vast 
schemes for th» raising of money. In 
the development of a cquntry, in’ the 
provision of railways, the numer- 
ous other activities for which money Is 
needed,’ Mr. Rothschild plays a_ far 
greater part than most people suspect. 
His bank in St. Swithin’s lane, Lon- 
don, is an international medium’ for 
relieving nations and states cf mone- 
tary difficulties. 

For years cakinet ministers have 
{consulted i.eopuld de Rothschild on 
financial questions affecting the coun- 
try, and there is still an  int!mate, 
‘though Httle suspected, conneetion be- 
tween the cabinet and the house of 
Rothschild. ’
